as large as those ol a hen, and are of a light olive color, spotted 
and blotched with brown. 

The curlew is considered good food in the late autumn, many 
thinking it one of the greatest of delicacies. It is a remarkably 
cleanly bird as well bb a social one. When preparing its nest in 
the Spring It is not very shy, but continues at work with un¬ 
wearied diligence, and is undisturbed by the approach of cattle, 
horses, or sheep. The long-billed curlew is the largest of its 
species known in North America, and is really a fine game bird, 
and hunting it in the proper season furnishes good sport.

The curlew resembles the ibis very much, 
and, In fact, some species are called by 
both names. For instance, the red or 
scarlet ibis Is also called the pink curlew, 
and has been seen within the limits of the 
United States, though very rarely. Mr. 

Audubon saw but one flock, which was In 
Louisiana, where they passed high up over 
bis head In the course of their flight. 

While out hunting below Fort Bridger, 

Wyoming Territory, in October, 1872, I f 

saw a fine, long-billed curlew killed in 
Black’s Fork, of Green river. This was 
considerably later than they are usually 
seen in the mountains, and was evidently 
behindhand In its migration from some 
cause or other. 

The white curlew, or white Ibis, is sup¬ 
posed to be the same bird that was held in 
such high estimation by the ancient 
Egyptians, and is often represented on 
their monuments. For a long time it was 
doubtful what bird was exactly intended 
to be portrayed, but, from an examination 
made by M. Cuvrier,hewas enabled to verify 
Bruce’s assertion and restore to science a 
bird which, after having found for centu¬ 
ries the object of a nation’s adoration, had 
fallen Into oblivion and was wholly un¬ 
known to modem naturalists. The de¬ 
scription of the ibis conforms In its 
main features with that of the curlew, . v

The ibis in Egypt was not only admitted \ \ \ 

Into the temples, but people were prohlbi- \ \ ri 

ted from killing it, on pain of death. \ 

The curlew of Europe must be much 
more wild than the American bird, caused, /'T j.! jL, 

perhaps, by being hunted so frequently 
and persistently. In the Hebrides it is a 
common saying that to kill seven curlews 
Is enough for a lifetime; this may be true —■—— 

there, but I have no doubt a careful sports- , 

man might kill that number among the \l 

lakes and marshes on Laramie Plains, Wy 
oming Territory, in a single day. 

The white curlew, white ibis or Spanish 
curlew (IW» Alba, Vieillot) is found in the 
wanner portions of the United States, es¬ 
pecially in Georgia, Florida and Texas. I 
have never seen It in the Rocky mountain 
region. Its color is pure white and it has 
“ re< i bill. The glossy ibis (Ibis Ordii, 

Bonaparte) is found in New Mexico, Ari¬ 
zona and California, the general color of the bird being purplish 
red and brown, with a green tail gloBBed over with purplt. 

l ^ ese Birds are found in ponds and marshes where they 

°'e to dwell, their long bills enabling them to pick up seedii, 
w onns, and small shell fish at the bottom of the wuter. Like 
(h ^Bey undergo a double moult, or, in other words, renew 
“eli plumage twice a year, and at all times the sexes resemble 
each oumr very closely. Their Winter coat is some* hat thicker, 
out the color is precisely the same aa that or Bummer.

Field :—The shooting season opened the 
first of this month with us. Our game 
birds here in thiB immediate vicinity con¬ 
sist of quails, although we have quite, a 
number of ruffed grouse and some wood¬ 
cocks. This Fall wc have no quail shoot¬ 
ing. I have been out three different times 
and hunted faithfully nearly all day with¬ 
out getting up a single quail. Last Fall 
going over the same ground would get ten 
to twenty brace in one day’s shooting. 
The extreme heavy snows and long con¬ 
tinued cold weather of last Winter must 
have frozen and starved many, and I think 
nearly all.

^- lately which tend to prove that birds can 

count. A gentleman was in the habit of 
placing broken biscuit on his window-sill 
every Suuday morning, and regularly on 
Sunday a crowd of birds would congregate 
to partake of the repast. The crumbs 
were never there any other day except 
Sunday, and the birds on no other day 
made their appearance. The following la 
iperhapa still more conclusive: A gentleman, maddened by the 
ravages of crows, declared war against the sable family, aud built 
himself a shed at a short distance from his house, where he laid 
in wait with guns and ammunition. After the first volley, the 
birds would not approach the spot. To deceive them, he took a 
friend with him to the shed, and after a while sent him away, he 
himself remaining. But no; the birds saw two go in, and only 
one come out. He tried.them with two, three, four, aud even 
with twelve men, but all to no avail. Ab soon, however, as he 
had followed his companions, the birds very complaceutly recom¬ 
menced their ravages.—H. F. H.

away two wings which he intended to present to some ladles to 
be used by them in adorning their hats. The curlews made their 
appearance In the vicinity of Fort Sanders on the 27th of April, 
before the ice was fairly out of the creeks and swamps. I have 
no doubt the little flock Been on the fifth of May Intended to 
make their nests in or near the marshy ground alluded to, and 
the males were as jealous of one another, and as beligerant as 
more courageous birds. When the wounded bird uttered Its pe¬ 
culiar cry, some curlews that were quite a distance off, immedi¬ 
ately flew to the scene of danger, and I have no doubt every one 
of the birds could have been killed in a short time had myself 
and my companion thought it best to continue shooting. 

The short-billed or Hudsonian curlew, (Fumenins Hud&onius). 
Latham,) and the Esquimaux curlew (A'umenius Borealis), La¬ 
tham, are also found in the United States, the former being 
about eighteen inches in length and the latter thirteen. 

It Is a pleasant sight In the Spring time to see the curlews 
strutting about In the marshes, their heads thrown back, their 
tong bills sticking well out In front, and their steps taken with 
all the precision of a dancing master. Their nests are made in 
the marshes where the-female deposits her eggs.

Hearing Whelps In Cold Weather. 


BY ARNOLD BUHGBS. 

Sportsmen who have to depend upon one bitch for both work 
In the Held und an occasional Utter of whelps, naturally desire to 
raise the latter at such time of the year that they will not lose 
the bitch’s services during the shooting season, yet are often de¬ 
terred from breeding late In the Fall by the difficulty of rearing 
the whelpB In cold weather, There Is certainly greater risk in 
the Winter than the Spring; but by proper precautions this 
can be overcome in a great majority of cases, and the youngsters 
be brought up to fully as high physical perfection as those born 
under more favorable circumstances. 

There are two periods of special dauger, the first the moment 
of birth, and the second when the whelps are weaued. When the 
just born the whelps arc very liable to be chilled beyond recovery; 
anest should therefore be made either in a room that is warmed,or 
of such materials that it will Impart a life-giving beat to the ten¬ 
der frame. This can be done by placing in a shallow box a layer 
of fresh horse manure well covered with straw and shavings. 
This gives out a strong heat, and will keep both mother and 
young comfortable if drafts are excluded from the building. It 
is, however, well to have hot flanuels ready, in which each whelp 
may be wrapped till thoroughly dry, when it may be placed by 
the dam with safety. A second box similarly prepared should be 
had, and the Utter frequently changed from one to the other, 
while a fresh bed is made, as otherwise the nest will become un- 
wholsome. Next in Importance comes the food supplied to the 
hitch herself. This should be of a sloppy nature, thus promoting 
a plentiful supply of milk, but it should also be strong. Every¬ 
one knows that all sucklings are affected by the food of the moth¬ 
er, and it is thoreforo reasonable to suppose that a nursing bitch 
fed upon strong rich soups wiU give more strength to hcrolTspriug 
than she would if restricted to less nourishing diet. Over-stimu¬ 
lation need not be feared, for the cold makes such heavy demands 
upon the feeble whelps that more support Is required than would 
be necessary iu warmer weather, and consequently there is no sur¬ 
plus to derange the system, 

At six weeks old the whelps require to be weaned, lu a majority 
of Instances. By thiB time the mother will have become reduced 
by the tax upon her; her milk will begin to thicken, and more 
harm than good result from longer nursing. For some days pre¬ 
vious the whelps should be accustomed to drink from a saucer, and 
when they will do this readily they should be removed absolutely 
from the dam. It docs not do to put them on her occasionally to 
draw her teats, for the stale milk will sicken them, and the nurs¬ 
ing do her no good that cannot be brought about by milking her 
by hand. Bread and milk mu6t for a time furnish the whelps 
food, but, however well they may be attended to, they will fall 
off somewhat In condition and lose what is called the milk fat. To 
compensate for this they must be fed Beveral times a day, und 
twice daily, if they can be brought to take.it; a small portion uf 
extract of beef, Iron and wine may be added, in the proportion of 
a tablespooufui to each whelp. If they refuse this in their food 
it should be given separately. 

In two or three weeks more, solid food may be partially sub¬ 
stituted, and we are thus brought to consider what has in the 
greatest degree the power to induce heat and muscular formation. 
Oat meal has always beeu very highly thought of and will) reason 
too, yet experiment has demonstrated jo us that corn meal is 
even better for Winter food. Whelps thus fed have gained flesh 
rapidly and have appeared healthy and well in all respects, so 
that of late we have used corn meal exclusively. It is, however, 
true that If over-fed the blood becomes heated and surfeit is 
likely to appear, so thus discretion must be had, and the weak¬ 
ness of the systems under charge remembered. If properly used 
corn meal works admirably, but, if abused it, like all other things, 
revenges itself. It must not be forgotten that to make it fit food 
for dogs id any age,meal must be old any very thoroughly cooked. 
If not properly prepared, It produces diarrhoea of a severe char¬ 
acter and will do more harm than good. Frequent changes of 
food are highly beneficial, both because one serves to correct the 
other, and because by such course the whelps arc brought up to 
eat whatever is set before them, and so become prompt, hearty 
feeders, free from that dainty manner which is such a nuisance 
when the food they prefer cannot for any reason be obtained. 

Many men protest strongly against forcing the whelps’ growth 
and progress—the “bIow but sure” principle. We however disa¬ 
gree with this, and prefer to see large, lusty, or overgrown whelps, 
if they may be so called. We do not. mean by this to push the 
whelps into mere fat making, but rather to get on as much fat as 
the whelps can carry without overtaxing the muscular system. So 
long as whelps can run and play, taking plenty of exercise and 
manifesting by their high spirits a healthful condition, they can¬ 
not show too much flesh for our taste, and we will leave to ma¬ 
turity and the work it brings, the reduction to more beauty of 
proportion, satisfied with the development we have obtained by 
the forcing system. 

Canine Distemper.*

Distemper in the dog is a disease of common occurrence, well 
known to veterinarians, and a plauge to the majority of dog 
owners. 

Probably no disease to which our canine friends are subject haB 
received less attention scientifically, or caused greater diversity of 
opinion when it has received that attention, than the one termed 
‘‘distemper." Every gamekeeper, dog breaker, or kennel man 
has his particular recipe; most druggists possess some wonderful 
prescription; while sporting and other papers abound in adver¬ 
tisements of specifics and nostrums. 

In the course of this paper It is not my Intentlen to lay down 
*ny fixed rule of treatment adapted to every case, but only for 
those in which the disease assumes the forms herein described, 
and from which I have deiKed the greatest benefit. 

Nature, in many Instances, works her own cure, while numer- 
uus methods of treatment produce mischief and result in death. 

Distemper may be described as a catarrhal fever, generally 
affecting the mucous membranes of the head, air-passages, and 
alimentary tract, In which frequently the norvous system becomes 
involved; hence distemper fits and local or general paralysis. It 
is a highly contagious disease, though oftentimes it is undoubt¬ 
edly self-generated. Age la no preventive; at any period of Ilf' 
dogs are liable to become infected. But Mr. Fleming correctly 
observes: "It is more particularly a disease of youth, and is 
much more frequent and fatal among highly-bred, pampered ani¬ 
mals, than thoso which live In a less artificial manner, and whose 
constitution is less modified by breeding and rearing." Neither 
does one attack render a dog secure from a second; but in the 
latter it is contracted, I believe, Invariably by contaglou alone. 


Distemper is not, as many persons suppose, a necessary disease, 
as numbers of dogs pass through life without ever becoming the 
subject of it. The fact of the malady belug unknown in this 
country prior to the seventeenth century (query) strongly supports 
this view, as dogs then were probably as numerous as now,though 
not perhaps so mixed in breed. 

Iu all cases it is ushered in with catarrhal symptoms, and these, 
as the malady proceeds, may become complicated with pneumo¬ 
nia, jaundice, enteric disease, epilepsy, chorea, or paralysis. 
Though the two latter are, as a rule, sequels, I have occasionally 
seeu them exist lu conjunction with distemper. 

Cat tees. —These may be enumerated under the following heads; 
Contagion, badly-drained and ill-vcutllated kennels (which to 
young dogs are especially fruitful causes of distemper), exposure 
to damp and cold, Insufficient feeding and poor food, over-feed¬ 
ing (particularly with flesh), and too little exercise. 

Worms have been mentioned by some authors as auothcr cause, 
and certainly they are frequently present iu this disease; yet it 
must be borne In miud that they are equally so in dogs that are 
over or have never had distemper. That their presence bodes no 
good to the animal while under the influence of the infection, or, 
indeed, at any time, can be readily understood, but especially, I 
should say, during the existence of distemper, because the mu¬ 
cous membranes are then In an irritable condition, and these pests 
are not likely to reduce, but to increase that irritation and pro¬ 
duce whut is to be dreaded at all times, but doubly so iu distem¬ 
per, a fit, the condition of the patient then warranting it. (I 
qualify it thus, because there are circumstances under which it 
would be unwise to administer the drugs usually given for this 
purpose.) The sooner the worms are expelled the better. As a 
vermifuge, the ureca nut is least harmful; turpentine, at other 
times most valuable, must be used with great caution here. 

Teething has been affirmed as another cause of this disease, but 
here again the assumption has ^probably taken place from dogs at 
that period of their lives being most liable to distemper. An ir¬ 
ritability of system and degree of imilammatory fever is un¬ 
doubtedly established at that crisis, and such a condition may 
render the subject more liable to contract the disease if brought in 
contact with it; but certainly not otherwise, any more than the 
same process can produce in human beings measles, chicken pox, 
or scarlet fever. 

The period of Incubation is usually from one to three weeks, 
and tile duration of the malady may be a week, or two or three 
mouths. 

Symptoms .—The premonitory ones are: A heavy, sleepy look 
about the face, nose hot and dry, a disinclination for food, shiv¬ 
ering, arched back, and more or less lassitude. In from two to 
three days a watery discharge takes place from the eyes and nose, 
the animal frequently sneezes, anil tills is followed by coughing, 
retchiug, and vomiting. The discharge from the eyes and nose 
soon becomes purulent, the eyelids are inflamed and swollen, the 
breathing is accelerated, the inclination for warmth more evident, 
and the prostration greater. 

Prompt and judicious treatment, in a case of this kind, will 
generally be attended with success. Immediately the first of the 
foregoing symptoms are observed, the patient should be placed in 
a dry, but uot too warm, atmosphere, aful the habitation, if iu the 
kennel, well drained and disinfected. 

With regard to medicinal agents, a mild emetic is at tile onset 
advisable, as: 

Autiin. Tart...1—3 grains 

or 

Antim. Tart. I 

Calomel (....,.an, 1 grain. 

A good household emetic is a teaspoonful each of mustard and 
salt in a little warm water;its action is speedy and safe, and it 
fulfils all the purposes required. 

The favorite draught of syrup of buckthorn and castor oil Is uot 
always applicable; but in the majority of cases of this kind It is 
beneficial, and should follow the emetic within a short time. 
When the catarrhal symptoms advance, and coughing takes place, 
I recommend the insertion of a small seton in front of the chest; 
this is to be daily dressed with mild digestive ointment, and not 
removed so long as bronchial irritation Is present. Stimulants, 
combined with tonics, arc also required at this period. Either of 
the following forms may be used : 

Sptbs. .Elher Nil..... 4 drachms. 

Tinct. Gentian Co.. 4 “ 

Aqua Menth.........l’A ounce. 

A teaspoonful three times a day for a terrier; double the quan¬ 
tity for a large dog. 

or 

Port IVine...... .a teospocufal. 

Quinine Sulph ... . 1 grain. 

With the same directions 

Tlte food should be light aud nutritious—asmilk, mutton broth, 
or beef tea deprived of its fat. If the patient refuses to take 
anything, meat, nearly raw, chopped small, and made into balls 
and administered, will afford the best means of support When 
the catarrhal symptoms have subsided and recovery commences, 
cod liver oil and iron materially assist in hastening the process. 
The dose is a teaspoonful of the former, and five minims of the 
latter for a small dog,double the quantity for a large one—twice a 
day—the natural diet to be gradually introduced as strengtli re¬ 
turns. I must not omit to observe that it is highly important 
that, the discharge from the eyes and nose should be frequently 
and carefully removed, especially from the former; otherwise, ul¬ 
ceration of the eyelids, conjunctiva and even the eye itself, is apt 
to take place, and not unfrequently results in total loss of vision. 

A daily application of some mild astringent—as five grains of 
alum to one ounce of water—will assist iu preventing ulceration 
by counteracting the relaxed condition of the mucous membrane 
and secretory glands. 

If, however, ulcere have already, formed, warm fomentations 
with milk and water, the avoidance of glare (as the sympathetic 
inflammation is often very great and tile parts peculiarly sensi¬ 
tive to light), and the use of either of the following lotions may 
with benefit be adopted: 


1. Tinct. Myrrh Slin.. ...20 drops 

Sol. Aluinen .......... . .. ..... 1 ounce. 

Aqaa Distil .. .10 ounces. 

or 

U. Zinc Snlph. or Phirabi Acetat ... 1 scrapie 

Aqua Distil..... ........10ounces. 

or 

3. Nitrate of silver ... . .4 grains. 

Aqua .. t ounce. 


The second and third forms are more applicable wlten fungoid 
growths succeed the ulcerative process. 

When the eyes remain weak after recovery from distemper, 
with opacity of vision, a setou inserted at the back of the ears, 
and dally stimulated, is of great benefit. The time for it removal 
is to be regulated according to the condition of the eyes; here the 
third form of lotion is useful. Frequently small circular depress¬ 
ions present themselves on the cornea, which, if neglected, as¬ 
sume an ulcerative condition, and extend to the anterior cham¬ 
ber of the eye. In such cases, I have found a little calomel dally 
blown on the surface attended with the best success. 

I will now proceed to speak of distemper lu some of its more 
complicated forms.

It not unfrequently happens—particularly In house pets, whose 
diminutive bodies are foolishly and unnaturally clothed In mina- 
ture horse apparel—from their susceptibility to cold, or from not 
being observed in time, that the catarrhal symptoms Increase 
suddenly in Intensity, bronchitis sets In, and speedily upon that 
pneumonia. The hot, rapid, gasplug breath, and unmistakable 
mucous rattle of the former, with, on auscultation, the rasping, 
crepitating rale in the latter, the sunken eye, jerking, increased 
heart-beats, haggard face, dilated nostrils, aud mouth drawn back 
at the angles, soon inform the practical man wiierc the mischief Is 
located. 

A seton, if uot already inserted,should be done so immediately 
In frout of the chest, and action excited as quickly as possible. 
Turpentine is, I think, the best agent for this purpose. 

Hot linseed-meal poultices, applied to the sides, are exceedingly 
beneficial. They should be covered by a handkerchief brought 
under the girth, and tied over the back, but not too tightly, so as 
to compress the walls of the chest. These should be repeatedly 
renewed, und succeeded, if the animal is not relieved in six hours, 
by mustard cataplasms. 

Witli regard to internal remedies, diffusible stimulants are 
bust adapted to such cases. I recommend the administration, to 
a small dog, of a teaspoonfu! of brandy and water (equul parts), 
with two drops of ehlorodyne, every hour ; double the quantity 
for a full-sized terrier, treble for a large dog. 

Beef tea, mutton broth, or milk in which plain biscuit or bread 
has been soaked aud broken down, should be given with a spoon, 
unless voluntarily taken, two or three times during the day. 

If there appears dauger of suffocation, emetics may be admin 
istered until vomiting is induced. The ipecacuanha wine iu 
some cases answers well—dose from fifteen to thirty drops iu a 
little warm water. 

When the acute symptoms have subsided—which the breathing 
becoming less labored and panting, the heart’s action steadier, 
pulse less frequent and softer, and uu occasionally deep-drown 
sigh will denote—tlte brandy may he given at longer intervals, 
tin: ehlorodyne suspended, ami the tincture of iron substituted, 
in live, ten or fifteen drops, in proportion to the size of the dog. 
The body must be kept warm, but fresh air is throughout abso¬ 
lutely necessary; therefore ample ventilation, without draught 
should be allowed. This is a point I am most particular upon. 
Often aud often have I found my little patient, through the mis¬ 
taken kindness of its fair owner, smothered iu shawls before a hot 
(ire, and almost totally deprived of one of the great, essentials to 
recovery—-tire inhalation of fresh and cool air. As veterinarians, 
we are by this time all thoroughly aware of the Importance of this 
great principle iu the treatment of catarrhal diseases in the lower 
animals; and iu proportion to that knowledge, so has our success 
been greater; and diseases of this type are now few und far be¬ 
tween, whereas they were once rite and fatal. 

As the symptoms continue to abate, the nourishment of the 
diet can be increased, audcod liver oil may be given as previously 
described. 

When distemper becomes associated with jaundice, It is com¬ 
monly called tire "Yellows," and treated by kcnnel-mcu and 
quacks us a distinct disease; though I need hardly tell you that 
It is but the result of general derangement of the system, conse¬ 
quent on improperly treated or neglected distemper. 

The symptoms are a yellow tinge of the eyes, visible mucous 
membranes, und thin parts of the integument—as inside the 
thighs, fore-arms and ears, and that covering the abdomen; pain 
on pressure over the region of the liver, and sometimes enlarge¬ 
ment with hardness; the fieces pale and hard, or soft and green¬ 
ish, aud mingled with mucous; the urine higli colored, hot, and 
occasionally turbid. 

The patient may or may not exhibit catarrhal symptomB with 
jaundice. In distemper it most frequently follows the former. 

A mild dose of aloes and calomel is generally at first advisable, 
but iu the administration of this we must be guided by the other 
symptoms. If the catarrh is still present, or the bowels Irritable, 
aloes must certainly be avoided. Five-grain doses of hydrarg, 
atm ereta may be given daily to a medium-sized dog; and if this 
be found to be unattended with benefit, sulphurous acid—from 
three to ten drops iu a little cold water—may lie tried, and is fre¬ 
quently given with success. The addition of quinine is often 
useful. 

A mustard poultice applied over the region of the liver, in se¬ 
vere cases, affords considerable relief, and at the onset is of espe¬ 
cial service. 

The diet should be plain and light; milk, with one-third its 
quantity of lime-water, is most suitable until an improvement in 
the symptoms Is observed. 

When the disease, extends to the bowls—which, iu neglected 
coses of distemper, or even in those most assiduously attended, it 
frequently does—a violent form of diarrhcea or dysentery sets in. 
The fmces are dark, streaked with blood, and offensive; the pa¬ 
tient rapidly wastes, has a siekeniugodor, and speedily dies, often 
even under the most energetic and judicious treatment. A mild 
dose of oil (linseed or salad) is generally at first advisable, and in 
three hours this is best followed up with antacids and astringents:

In severe cases, the last prescription (No. 3) is the most effect¬ 
ual. Should the purging continue, aud spmptoms of pain be 
manifested, hot linseed-meal poultices applied to the abdomen 
afford relief, and materially assist in checking enteritis. Starch 
enemas are likewise serviceable. 

The diet should consist of strong beef tea, in which isinglass 
or gum arable has been dissolved In proportions to make it suffi¬ 
ciently mucilaginous to shield the living membrane of the stom¬ 
ach and intestines. 

With regard to the so-called "distemper-fits,” it is almost need¬ 
less to remark that they arc always a dangerous sign, being sel¬ 
dom limited to one attack, Sometimes they appear as the fore¬ 
runner of distemper, but more frequently as an accompaniment, 
and when the patient is low and wasted. 

Immediately symptoms of cerebral disturbance are observed, a 
a seton should be Inserted in the occipital region, and action ex¬ 
cited as quickly as possible. Let tlte animal freely breathe fresh 
air; administer brandy and water; and if diarrhiea Is still pres¬ 
ent, suspend the opium, but continue the antacids and astrin¬ 
gents, and give the brandy with beaten egg or other mucilege. 
During the seizure, neat brandy may be rubbed on the gums, and 
ammonia applied to the nostrils. The food should be nutritious, 
and all other raeanB adopted which are calculated to impart tone 

to the system. 

In protracted cases of distemper, when the system, as it were, 
has been taxed to t.bc utmost, and the patient reduced almost to 
the lowest ebb of existence, a cutlcular eruption makes Its ap¬ 
pearance. This generally, In the first instance, ussumes a pustu¬ 
lar form, and these pustules In the course of a few days break, 
and leave by their exudation a crust or Bcali. Either the whole 
or a portion of the body only may be involved. I have seen a 
dog literally naked, with the exception of the head, cars, and

Tincture of iron and cod liver oil is advisable after the disuse ol 
the strychnine, until recovery is complete. The diet throughout 
should he nourishing and digestible, and forcibly administered If 
the patient refuse to take it. Constipation, which is frequently 1 
present in chorea and paralysis, is best relieved by i nomas.

I must now turn from generalities to details, and say a few 
* di ^ to the most noted dogs belonging to the strains which I 
mentioned. First and foremost comes a dog to whom I 
* a i r eady referred, Jock. He was by a Rulford dog out of a 
ore Grove hitch. My own recollections of him only date from 
Ills declining days when he had begun to wear, at least on the 
bench that jaded and sullcu look which is the inevitable result of 
i lone course of showing. But in the opinion of good judges lie 
litll remains without an equal. As might have been expected 
from Ills blood, his excellence was trauamitti-d from Ills stock. 
His daughters have been especially valuable, aud have been hi 
fox-terrier breeders what Touchstone mares have been to Kuglish 
breeders of thoroughbreds, and Glencoe mares to their American 

hr °\^conspicuous contemporary and rival of old Jock was Trap. As 
•i show dog he did not very greatly distinguish himself, but at the 
' tu ,l he was at least the equal of Jock. His pedigree was never 
uultc satisfactorily made out, but there is little doubt hut that he 
was descended from good hunting blood In the Midlands. I have 
been told on good authority that his sire was a black anil tan. If 
so no doubt he was one of the old fashioned of which I have just 
spoken. In appearance Trap was a short, thick-set dog, and transmit¬ 
ted extraordinary bone and substance to Ills progeny. This made 
him a good cross far the Jock blood, which, if it had a fault, was 
sometimes a little light of bone. In one way the very merits of 
Trap and Jock tended to bring their blood into discredit, through 
the number of worthless or impurely bred animals that were 
palmed off an the public as their descendants. Another (log less 
distinguished in Ids day, hut scarcely less valuable to breeders in 
Ihc long run, was Bolv’oir Joe. His blood was, ns we have seen, 
composed in about equal proportions of Grove and Bulvolr strains. 
He was never, as far as I know, shown, and I have never indeed 
met with anyone who knew him. No dog ever impressed more 
firmly on his descendants that look of dash and vivacity, and the 
head and varmint-like expression which arc essential to a terrier. 
If his stock have a fault it is, I should say, in their feet, a defect 
which ought to be corrected by the Trap blood. 

Turning to the other sex, a great heroine of tile show days was 
Grove Nettle, whose name indicates tier origin. She was nearly 
as perfect for a bitch as Jock was for a dog, aud her name, like 
his, is constantly cropping up in the best pedigrees. Her one 
union with Jock produced Nectar, a great prize winner. She was 
a trifle light framed, hut the fault does not seem to have been 
perpetuated, and tier winning descendents have been numerous. 

In my next letter I shall Indicate my ideas as to what a fox- 
terrier should be, and shall say a few words concerning the great 
prize winners.

Editoh Chicaoo Field: — I was not surprised to find In your i 
issue of the 13th the communication of Mr. F,. F. Stoddard, red- r 
alive to-thc Iowa Field Trials. The position of judge, at bust, is i 
a thankless one, hut huving accepted it, in tills case am also pre- i 
pared to accept all comments made by disappointed exhibitors, i 
among which I must first place Mr. Stoddard notwithstanding lie i 
attributes his letter to his zeal for sportsmen and their dogs. It 1 
is simply too palpable to any one who witnessed the trial mipreju- i 
diced, that it is but the outpouring of a heart overflowing with 
disappointment at not producing winners; having, as lie Justly 
claims, been subjected to great expense in attending them. Not¬ 
withstanding Ids insinuations to the contrary, 1 tried to do my 
duty as judge, having no axe to grind nor kennel interest to favor. 
That there can lie improvements made in the running of grouse 
trials, I am free to confess. Experience is where we get infor- 
niation. 

To hi« accusation of my trying to purchase Nellie, the winner 
of both stakes, I can only say yes. I made no secret of the 
matter; in fact was the first one to make an oiler for her, aud this 
before the trials. I can see no wrong in this. Mr. Stoddard's in¬ 
ferences, I think entirely uncalled for, and can only reason that it 
Is hut another proof of the old saving that it takes a fox to catch 
a fox, etc. I was free to speak my praises of her, believing as I 
did, and yet do, that she was hy fur the finest performer exhibited 
there, and was proud to know that she was from my own State. 
Mr. Stoddard himself, stated to me his belief that she was a win¬ 
ner before she ran in the trials, lie having seen her in the field. 

Of my ability to judge, I say nothing further, than, that a con¬ 
tinuous experience of almost twenty-five years, with dog and gun, 
among most of the winged game of this country, should give 
something of an idea as to the requisites of a field dog. So far 
as Mr. Edwards' judging alone Is concerned, I believe, in one in¬ 
stance, that of the pointer puppy Charley, worked hy Morgan, we. 
judges Miller and myself, allowed him to follow him alone af¬ 
ter vainly tryfng to convince both him and Morgan 
that the dog could not win, and it was painful to follow such a 
dog at such a slow pace as he showed. I can assure him that it 
1 b no easy task to follow for five consecutive days, In a hot Sep¬ 
tember, a lot of dogs In a trial, and I mistake not if Mr. Stoddard 
would not occasionally take a Beat in the judges’ wagon, especi¬ 
ally while following up some of the tedious ones, who had no 
possible chance to win, hut whose owners were determined to run 

out their score; and right here I would suggest the propriety of 
altering the rules governing these trials, so that judges could 
have discretionary power to order such dogs up that they, the 
Judges, find cannot win. Had we had this power at Hampton, 
the trials would have been shortened two days at least. That the 
“trials were not a success,” as stated by Mr. Stoddard, can only 
say that he Is the only one I believe that feels that way. All, I 
believe, who saw them, were loud In their praises of the gentle¬ 
men who managed them (Drs. Rowe and Leas), and they were 
congratulated by very many upon their success. In conclusion, 
can only say that I did nothing of which I regret, during my offi¬ 
cial capacity at Hampton, only regretting that my first acquain¬ 
tance with as good a sportsman as Mr. Stoddard is, Bhould im¬ 
press him with such doubts of my integrity as to lead him to 
write such an Insinuating letter. 

I can only say to him in return, that should he ever visit De¬ 
troit, and I trust he will, the “latch-string Is still outside,” ai d 1 
will take pains to convince him, If possible, of Ills error, in the 
meantime, If he has anything further on his inlnd, out with It; 
let us have all the facta—no insinuations, If you please. I still 
stand by my judgment aud that of my official associates.

We will be obliged If our subscribers will bear In mind that the 
subscription to the Chicago Kibld is strictly in advance. Remit¬ 
tances can be made for oither three or six months, or a year, but 
payineut must be rti tulr in advance. We pay cash for everything 
and expect to be paid In the same way. It costs too much for 
stationery, postage und labor to send a bill three or four times, more 
especially as our price is low for the superior paper we furnish our 
readers, they haviug to pay the same price for others very much 
Inferior. 

A POINT, AFALSE POINT, A FLUSH, A BACK AND 
QUARTERING. 

Continuing tills week the subject of the conducting of field 
trials, it is legitimate that we consider what constitutes a point, a 
false point, a flush, a back and quartering. 

The system adopted at Hampton patterned after Memphis, .last 
Fall, of the handler of the dog having the privilege of claiming a 
point or not, ts, we think, objectionable. It is true it is as fair 
for one as for another, but as the trials are for the dogs and not 
for the men working them, it is but right that every precaution be 
taken to bring out the best qualities of the dogs, and ttiat they 
be not sacrificed to the timidity or lack of nerve of the handlers, 
who with the fear of a demerit for a false point may often sacri¬ 
fice the best dog i n the race. 

The rules specifiv that “any dog making a false point, and dis¬ 
covering it to be such himself, without encouragement to go ou, 
shall not be penalized for a false point." The judges being prac¬ 
tical sportsmen know when a dog lias come to a point without 
it being necessary for them to be told of It; therefore, the custom 
of the handler calling out "A point!” should lie abolished as en¬ 
tirely out of place. They also kuow how long a time the dog 
should be allowed to discover it to be a false point. 

Wo will suppose a dog has roaded and come to a point; the 
judges sec him; If he holds it staunchly for a reasonable length 
of time, sufficiently long for them to be satisfied that he Imagines 
lie lias a bird before him, it is their duty to order the handler to 
flush the bird, and if no rise he got, then to score tile dog a false 
point. If, on the other hand, the dog in a short time discovers 
his error and moves ou without being spoken to by his handler, 
then he should not be penalized for a false point. False points 
are very annoying, and some dogs are addicted to the habit, a 
fact which arises more frequently from a too sensitive nose than 
“no nose*' as often accused of. For it must be understood 
that a too delicate or too ren6ltive nose is as objectionable as in¬ 
ferior scenting powers. The dog with the over sensitive nose is 
led away by the taint left where birds have been, and is as often 
deceived and brought to a point as one which lacking the requisite 
quality to discover the presence of game runs over it.. Still the 
very best dogs are often deceived and come to a point, pointing 
on scent where birds have just flushed from,but if gifted with the 
requisite good nose they soon discover their error and move on, 
aud such a dog should not be scored a false point, for he lias not 
remained long enough to deceive his handler. 

Wlieu a dog holds his point staunchly, being cataleptic, and, 
having been afforded time to discover his error, remains rigid 
until his handler has advanced to flush the bird and discovers his 
error only by the failure of his handler to flush a bird, then to all 
intents and purposes it is u false point, whether his handler 
claimed it or not, and he should be penalized for it, for a false 
point Is a false point, and not difficult to distinguish from a 
point. 

Next in order Is a flush, about which we find there are more 
differences of opinion as to what constitutes one, than a point or 
a false point. 

As in our report of the Iowa trials, we maintain what consti¬ 
tutes a flush on quails does not hold good on prairie chickens in 
September, owing to the difference in the habits of the birds. 
We then stated where a point ended and where a flush began. 
The Tennessee trials being on quails, and these articles having 
special reference to them, we shall not recapitulate what we said 
regarding the Iowa trials, but shall confine ourselves to what con¬ 
stitutes a flush on quails. 

Flushes can be divided into three: the intentional flush, the 
careless flush, and the accidental or unavoidable flush. 

The intentional flush, is that when a dog points, holds It bat a 
short time and runs In and flushes, or does not come to a point at 
all but so soon as he winds the bird, runs in and flushes and, perhaps 
chases. This is the worst kind of a flush and meriting the sever¬ 
est penalty, as it Is the gravest of faults, beiug most aggravating 
aud annoying, and rendering a dog addicted to it absolutely use¬ 
less for field work. Indeed, so decided a demerit do we consider 
it that we would like to see the penalty for it heavier than any yet 
prescribed, and were it practicable, would advocate the penalties 
for the threo different descriptions of flushes graded so that the 
punishment for each might be commensurate with the enormity of 
the offense, and that this one might be penalized as it deserves; 
but to do so would be to make the scale of points loo intricate, and 
likely to admit of more opportunities for dissatisfaction and 
charges of unfair decisions. 

The careless flush is next in grade, and is where a dog, from 
deficiency of nose or from being “off," or from carelessness, 
runs overalls bird, or, when reading, becomes over anxious and, 
though cautlouB, yet approaches too close to his bird before es¬ 
tablishing his point; or, in reading, either after or before he has 
made.his point, on running birdB, approaches too rapidly or too 
close." This Is not so objectionable as the intentional flush, but 
yet is deserving of a penalty, though lighter, for it may not hap¬ 
pen more than once out of five times, and Is not necessarily a 
habit, or it might arise from lack of experience which time is 
likely to remedy, which is very apt to be the case with a young 
dog, and arises not unfrequently from the lack of knowledge to 
locate a bird. .‘ 

The accidental or unavoidable flush Is when a dog comes on a 
bird which has but a short time dropped down and has’not moved 


so as to distribute its scent; the best dog in the world will flush 
under such circumstances, aud If ho either drops to wiug or stands 
still at the rise of the bird, it is hard that he should be 
penalized for that which it is impossible for him to avoid. We 
also maintain that the same extenuation holds good when a dog 
is reading running birds, oither before or after he lias come to a 
point, aud doing so cautiously they rise a fairly long distance 
ahead of him, for we have all scon innumerable Instances where 
bitds were so wild that, no matter how cautious the dog, they 
would not lie to him. 

Now for a back. A back, ami there can be only oneway of back¬ 
ing, is when adog, the instuutlie secs another dog pointing, comes 
to a point himself ou the other dog. When lie creeps up and 
does not stop until lie catches the scent, lie does not back, for ho 
is pointing on scent the same as the dog he ought to back. A 
point is from sceut; a back from Bight. The object of a back be¬ 
iug to prevent one dog from approaching so close to the other 
pointing as to flush the game or disturb him on his point, not 
backing the moment he catches sight of the dog on a point he 
fails In the most essential characteristic of it, and therefore is not 
entitled to be scored to the merit, but to the demerit. 

Quartering, few we imagine from what wc have scon at field 
trials, understand the practical meaning of. it is not chasing 
and racing from one eud of a Held to the other, but when a dog 
running on parallel lines cuts up n field from end to end, leaving 
no part of it untouched, nor runs over one or more portions of it 
two or three times. Quartering well is a necessary qualification 
in a dog in order that be docs not leave birds in a field, ami does 
not consume time unnecessarily In order to find them. How many 
instances are there where dogs will go into a Held, which others 
have left but a few inomeuts before, and find birds. It may be in 
some instances from superior uosc, but yet in more does it arise 
from not quartering properly, us where a dog quarters his ground 
properly if his nose be not good enough to find them to point, 
yet from the fact that ho covers his ground thoroughly lie will of 
necessity run them up. Quartering is therefore quartering and 
not chasing from one point to another without any method In 
work. 

There is one thing certain, a dog either does or does not point, 
make a false point, flushes or backs; there can be no half way about 
it; it is either done or not, und he should get credit only for what . 
he does do properly, for unless done properly it is not done at all- 
Judges should therefore give special attention to these points, and 
only by so doing can they scale each dog properly and do justice 
to all.

The Great Race. —Iu our racing department will be found a 
full description of the great race at Pimlico Course, Baltimore, on 
the 34th Inst., in which the great horse, Ten Broeck, met defeat 
by Parole. There Is but little doubt that Ten Broeck’s defeat was 
caused from lack of work, and use in the stud; the charges of 
his lmviug been tampered with, we place little confidence iu. The 
victory of Parole brought, sorrow to many Eastern as well as Wes¬ 
tern admirers of Ten Broeck, for lie was the favorite in oue pool 
at $1,500 to Ochiltree’s $700 and Parole's $480, which was the 
largest pool sold, the others averaging about $1,300 on Ten 
Broeek, with Ochiltree and Parole in proportion. ThBt there were 
but few who had confidence in Parole’s ability to conquer the 
great sou of Phaeton and Fanny Holton, iVc have the evidence 
that nearly all the pools were bought by his owner, Mr. Pierre 
Loriliard, who, it is said, pocketed over $35,000. Even our co¬ 
temporary the Spirit of the Times , in anticipation of Ten Broeck’s 
victory, had an engraving of him for the occasion, and was, 
therefore, contrary to custom, compelled to give the portrait of 
the losing instead of the winning horse. These two giants of the 
turf again measure their strength at Jerome Park to-day (the 8d 
lnst-)for a purse of $3,000, conditions and distance the same as 
at Baltimore. Whether Parole can again go to the front remains 
to be seen. _

Powder, Shot and the Protection or Game 

Sidney, Ohio, Oct. 29, 1877. 
Editor CnicAOO Field .—“Black Ned,” in your issue of Oct 
20 writes of two kindB of Hazard powder, and either gets then: 
mixed or Hazard’s make a powder of which I have never before 
heard. Their “sea shooting” brand, which is in size of grain 
the same as F. G. of other makes, is not of more than one num¬ 
ber I believe, but as “Black Ned" writes it, “sea shooting,” No. 4 
grain, In two places in bis communication, he must be in error 

He also speaks of duck size, No. 1, and calls tblB the common 

brand. The “duck shooting" brand sells for just three times as 
much as does the “sea shootine.” The “duck shooting” is made 
In five sizes, No. 1 flue, and No. 5 coarse. I have used thei sea 
shooting for years and want nothing better. I agree with Blac 
Ned” In regard to the cleanliness of “Bea shooting” as It shoots 
very moist and is therefore easily removed. When shooting 
every day there is no need of cleaning the gun, for it appears to 
me that the gun becomes as dirty after the first load aa after five 

hundred. . , , 

I shot last Autumn in Indiana for nearly four weeks without 
cleaning my gun, which la a breech-loader, and when I did c can 
tt I found it as easily cleaned, and as smooth and bright within 
as when cleaned after each day’s shooting. I lay myself open to 
the charge of laziness, etc., but I tried it as an experiment.

brand as another. X will say, that I may not be charged with 
i lag a mere theorist, that I shot broadcast over the prairies and 
*odlauds of a small part of Indiana during last Autumn, about 
" le dozen 251b. sacks of Tatham & Brq.’s, and Chicago Shot 
Tower Co.'s shot. The Nos. were 8 and 9. 1 found that when 

shooting the Chicago shot my gun would lead very badly and 
would require scouring out with brick dust at least once a week. 
This was when shooting for a number of days without cleaning 
the gun. When using the New York shot the gun would never 
lead in the least. This was the experience of several men who 
were shooting much of their time. We used the Chicago shot 
only when we could not get Tatham's. I can not see that the 
New York shot Is rounder or truer than other kinds as claimed 
by some, but I will use the New York shot made by Tatham & 
Bro. in preference to any other I have ever tried. Most sports¬ 
men make the mistake of using shot of too large a size. 1 have 
found No. 8 very killing on ducks, pinnated and rutted grouse, 
No. It are large enough for quails, snipes, woodcocks and birds of 
this size. I have killed many ducks with No. 9. 

A word about game protection and I am through. Qualls are 
more numerous in tills part of the State than ever known before, 
mid from my correspondents, and other sources, 1 learn they are 
so elsewhere. Now, a great many persons think and say tliat it 
ball owing to the law prohibiting the shooting of quails last sea¬ 
son. I think different. However, 1 will admit that the law 
sarud some birds, and of course Increases the number for this 
season. I claim that if the seasons arc favorable to the quails, 
lliat is, If the Summers are dry and the Winters intld with little 
snow, the quails will need no such laws In their favor as was ours 
„( last season. Of course they should be protected during about 
nine ur ten months of the year. I favor leaving the season open 
on October 15, or November 1, and close on January 1, or 15. 
(juails were very nearly as plentiful last season os they are this. 
Numbers were frozen and starved by cold Winters and deep 
kiiows, and numbers of those left over were not permitted to hatch 
their eggs, owing to the very wet weather in June and July. 

It is nonsense to allow a season to pass without any shooting, 
lor we know not but they will be frozen before Spring. If they 
need protecting, shorten the open season. 

We are going to have good shooting when our season opens, 
which will be on Nov. 15. 

There Is very little shooting done here out of season, and none 
for market. Harry Archer.

Notes From Arkitnsaw. 

Little Kook, Akk., Oct. 3(1, Is??. 
Editor Chicago Field: —1 believe a voice from tills region 
lias not been heard by you siucc we shrieked out the “Death of 
the Birds” after the annual invasion of the army of camp hunters 
from a neighboring city across the Mississippi about a year ago. 
There was more of prophecy in that cry Ilian was then imagined. 
It was a kind of ante mortem obituary for the prairie chicken of 
this State. That “noble bird" lias departed, if not this life, at 
least this district of country. Heretofore the family has bee u 
numerous, and a little judgment backed by a plucky dog—it 
takes pluck to face the saw grass of the prairie—would insure, 
finds euough for a big bag. That is no longer true. To say that 
“chickens" are scarce does not tell the whole story. I nearly 
weep to relate It, but there are almost news at all left. Do not 
understand me even to Insinuate that the members of the army 
hunt aforesaid are responsible for this state of case. Not even 
the agony of grief over this matter could Induce such a charge 
against that valiant squadron, led on as they were by the mighty 
Maj. “Guido.” No, not even though they are now again fresh 
from the slaughter of the unhappy remnant of “chickens” un¬ 
favorable seasons had left us. Winter with unprecedented snows 
lingered Indecently in the lap of Spring, and when be had llnally 
retired from the embarrassing position, Spring herself was any¬ 
thing but geulal, and poured out her superfluous fluids upon the 
neats and young of the chickens, and so they perished. These, 
believe me, are the causes of the calamity, not 
Maj. “Guido’s” command. It is said by some 
who think they know, that not enough birds escaped 
I,,c snow, the rain and the persecutions of the “lords of crea¬ 
tion" to make a chicken pie for next year. We arc still without 
a game law, In spite of our best endeavors, and the prairie chick¬ 
en, confined as he is to about the limit of three counties, is un¬ 
protected and bids fair to become a thing of the past. We grieve 
over this fact and are sore at heart about it, but how can we help 
It! We can no more control the shooters, be they in companies 
"r alone, than we can the raiii6, and between the two the birds 
have vanished like a mist at morn. Our friends do not appreciate 
this now, and perhaps some of them do not believe it But I 
fear they will wake up next season to find “chicken shooting" 
" n| y a beautiful vision that has passed away. It is so near that 
sow that the shooting has been all but abandoned. The refrain 
“Death of the Birds” may yet lie “remembered as a funeral bell 
tolling a departed friend.” 

We can partially console ourselves in the great number of 
quails reported from every quarter. Thank heavens, they are not 
at Unmercifully smart after all, aa their cousins, the chickens. 

Ic y can And protection too, ill the brush, and even in the rank 
weeds and grass this season, and so grow and Increase. We have 
iad no “killing frost" yet Until then, there is little comfort in 
hunting them. Thoy afford our principal sport. Wo rank duck 
•hooting high up, however. The vanguard of the ducks has ar- 
oved, and every day may bring them upon us in numbers. What 
? I a i ma y bring forth in this line is one of those things no fel- 
ow can guess. Fall snipe shooting is almost unknown here. 
'I' 1 cannot say, unless it is because the season is too dry. In 
lc Spring we tell them not in mournful numbers, hut by the 
’ when there is rain enough at tile right time.

Con ical Cham iieks and Conical Base Paper Shells.— Bridge¬ 
port, Conn., Oct. 23, 18?7.— Editor Chicago Field: —In the year 
1787 (nearly one hundred years ago) an English gun manufacturer 
named Nock, made what he supposed hi he a wonderful discovery, 
which lie imagined would increase the effective force of a charge 
of gunpowder full twenty-live per cent., thereby increasing the 
range and velocity of a bullet or charge of shot, and at the same 
time diminish the recoil of the gun. Tills then supposed wonder¬ 
ful discovery consisted in making a conical chamber or cavity in 
the breech-pin of a guu, similar to tlie powder chamber iii an 
ejeruuvette. and tlie invention when applied to guns was known as 
“The Patent Breech." 

I see by an advertlsment in several sporting papers that this 
same wonderful discovery has again been made by tlie manufac¬ 
turers of “The St. Louis Conical Base Paper Shells” and tlie same 
claims of saving twenty-live per cent, of powder, and reducing the 
recoil of the gun, is again made. 

In addition to the claims in the advertisements of great super!, 
ority for tlie conical base shells. The manufacturer, in a letter 
published in the Chicago Field of Oct. 20, attributes tlie burst¬ 
ing of their Bhells that were made, as he states,of worthless paper, 
to the fact that “the conical base increased the explosive force 
of the powder to such an extent that the paper conld not resist 
the shock." 

The fact that conical chambers were never applied to inuski-ts 
and rifles by any government, and that all the modem metallic 
cartridge shells that are used in target shooting, are made conical 
the other way, (tliat is tapered from breech toward the muzzle, 
and some of them necked down to tlie shape of a bottle) is cer¬ 
tainly fair evidence that the conical base system for guns and 
cartridges is not appreciated by those who should be tlie most 
competent to judge of Its merits if they existed. 

Regarding tlie claims of superiority for the conical base paper 
shells: The letters from disinterested parties published in the 
Chicago Field, Sept. 22, and Oct. 20, giving tlie results of com¬ 
parative trials with “The St. Louis Conical Base Paper Shells,” 
and paper shells made by the Union Metallic Cartridge Company 
will do much more to enlighten the public and sportsmen than 
tlie unsupported theories and statements In the letters of Chas. S. 
Hunt and W. B. Shockley, in the Chicago Field, Oct. 20. When 
statements are made tliat arc so entirely at variance witli all 
known rules of mechanical science, they should be supported by 
some more reliable teats than the bursting of a paper shell tliat 
was made from a roll of paper taken from a lot tliat had already 
been condemned and returned to the manufacturers by tlie parties 
for whom It was made. And if a gentleman does not wish to ad¬ 
vertise himself as a siKirtsman, lie should avoid publishing, tliat 
lie has seven shells miss lire out of 1,200, und still thinks them 
good; that lie shoots witli a very poor gun, uses live ami one-half 
drachms of powder for a charge, and depends on tlie form of the 
paper wad at the bottom of bis slid! for confidence In his ability 
to make a bag. 

It is to be hoped that tlie tests and experiments already began 
by Intelligent sportsmen will lie carefully continued. By such 
means the public will soon learu to discredit tlie unsupported 
theories regarding the explosive force of a charge of gun-powder, 
and the recoil of a gun. A. C. Honns.

Guthrie Notes.— Guthrie, III., Oct. 18, 1877 .—Editor Chicago 
Field: —Ducks have put In their appearance, hut not in great 
uumbera yet. Wc are having a continued wet spell and look for 
a full supply later in the season. The snipe shooting is quite 
good, hut from some cause the birds are very poor. Prairie 
chickens are not as plenty as in former years; one dozen is a 
good hag for one man for a day; very often much less are bag¬ 
ged. Late flres in the Spring, wet seasons and early si muting are 
gelling away with the birds, and they soon will he a tiling of the 
past. Some will say this is all folly, witli settlement birds in¬ 
crease, hut this is not the ease tiere. 

Twenty years ago I could find fifty to seventy-live deer in one 
day ill the Winter, and people thought they would lie plenty for 
years; now they are. almost unknown. Why is this! Because 
they were hunted in and out of the season; they were slain in 
numbers as late as February aud March when tlie ground was 
covered with ice and snow, and they were thin and not fit for 
food; they were chased by dogs and horsemen and shot by hunt¬ 
ers for their skins. What uas the result! To-day they arc a 
tiling of the past. Otirgaino birds are the next on the list; at 
the rate they have decreased in tlie last live years, there will not 
be a chicken left in this State in a few years more. 

Tlie close season for grouse should commence ns early as Dec. 
15, and they should be protected until Sept. 1, for after Dec. 15 
many farmers have their work all done and go to limiting when 
the ground Is covered witli snow, and the birds being in large 
flocks, they are hunted and shot at on the ground and on fences, 
etc. Sometimes half a doz bciug killed at a single shot, besides 
H ounding, perhaps, two or three more that crawl off and die in 
the deep snow. There were more birds killed and shipped from 
here last December than ail the rest of tile season put together. 
Fifteen years ago I could kill from four to six dozen chickens in 
one day and kill them one at a time on the wing: now I can 
scarcely get enougli to eat 

J. H. Bradford, Miles Johnson, and four other gentlemen from 
New York, were here fora week’s shooting. I understand they 
bagged about two hundred grouse in all. Fair Plav. 


The St. Louis Shell. —St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 25, 1877. —Editor 
Chicago Field :—I enclose you tlie following letter, shown me to¬ 
day, from a Lieutenant in our navy, stationed in Hampton 
Roads, Va., which i am sure will be of interest to sportsmen gen¬ 
erally, as showlug tlie “anti-moisture” properties of tlie St. Louis 
shells. I can add from my own experience something in corrobo¬ 
ration of it. I was out last week and was caught in a heuvy rain, 
getting my hunting coat pockets partially full of water, and hav¬ 
ing all my St. Louis shells soaked. I dried them after getting 
hack home, and used them two days after. Thoy lmd not changed 
shape a particle; and had not injured tlie powder or wads; they 
fit my gun as well as before they were wet, and all exploded, with 
what effect oil the birds, however, I only tell my intimate friends. 
I believe they are the only shells tliat are not injured by being 
wet, and this is certainly a great thing in their favor, as we all 
know how often we get our ammunition wet in duck and snipe 
shooting: 

“U. 8. 8. Saratoga, Hampton Roads, Va., Oet. 1.3, 1877. 

St. Louis Pat. Shell Co; — 1 think it right to let you know 
tlie result of u severe trial I gave your shelis a few days ago. I 
was shooting rails in the marshes of Suffolk, Va., in a small skiff 
which sunk witli the boatman, myself and ammunition in about 
six feet of water. On raising tlie boat, after some fifteen minutes. 
I found the shells apparently well snaked; but after well drying 
them a great difference was noticed. About half these shells 
(forty or more) were Ely’s English paper. The others were tin: 
St. Louis Patent. Of the latter, after drying, only one failed to 
(it the gun perfectly, which was due to that one having been 
crustied in tlie boat. Of tlie Ely’s, about one-half were so warped 
and stretched as to be entirely useless. 

I consider this to have been a very fair trial of the relative 
merits of tlie two kinds of shells, as far as their ability to stand 
wet weather. You may make what use you please of the above, 
.with the exception of using my name publicly, which I prefer 
should not appear unless requested by any one.

A New Explosive Projectile.— Captain C. 8. O'Hara, of New Or 
leans. La., has iuveuted a new kind of explosive bullet, charged with a 
highly combustible substance. Some experiments to test its efficacy 
were lately made on the range of the Crescent City Rifle Club. A large 
chest, representing the caison of a field gun. was charged with powder 
aud exploded by toe entrance of a bullet fired into it. Dry shavings aud 
wood were ignited. A post, rigged as a ship’s mast, with a sail furled 
to an attached yard, was set on tfre. The luveutor claims that shells, or 
bullets of any size may be made on the same principle, ami that the 
charging compound con be handled as safely as gunpowder, and that 
time aud climate have no deteriorating effect upnu it.

My dogs are infested with Ileus 
and I cannot get rid of 'them. Ah Taai as l clean 
them out they appear again. Is there any way of 
getting rid of these purls permanently? Ann. - Use 
Persian Insect Powder freely on the does till the 
Ileus are killed or driven off them. Change the bed 
ding in the kennels ami whitewash thoroughly inside, 
afier which sprinkle I lie powder into the cracks and 
seams. 

M. L. P.. Buffalo. I have a pup that 1 wish to 
commence training. 1 have attempted to teach her 
to come to me, but she seems very much afraid of a 
chain and collar, and will not he led hut pulls back 
and throws herscll dowu. What cau l do with her? 
Aim. Chain her to a ketiu I and lei her be till she 
gives up hghltiig the chain. Most young dogs re¬ 
sist whou first corded. 

II. S B., Norfolk.-I have a dog that is suffering 
from St. Vitus; is there any cure for this? Au*.— 
sometimes St. Vitus is curuhle. The treatment 
should be tonic and alterative. Give some vegetables 
in tbe food ; a good, comfortable bed. ami alternate 
doses of bromide potassium (hah tcuspoonful at 
a time) with three grains of quinine. Give three 
doses a day and keep the dog quiet; exercise i» in¬ 
jurious. 

A. P. L., Mendota. -llow many pups can ho ordi¬ 
nary bitch raise, aud how can it best be kuowu when 
it is uecessary to save only a portion of u newly 
born litter? Aq«.-S ix is as mauy an most bitches 
can raise to advantage. It is a matter of chauce 
culling a litter such as you speak of. Upon geueral 
principles the largest make tbe strongest dogs— 
though this rule has many exceptions,, lu nuv 
event, do not select so (bai there is much difference 
in size or the largest will prevent the weaker ones 
getting food. 

W. R. 8.. Boston.—At what seasons of the year do 
dogs usually have distemper? 2. Is it contagious or 
do all have it? Ane. —Generally in the Spring or Fall, 
but they may have it at any time. Tbe reosou of its 
frequency at the seasons stated is that the weather 
of the changing seusous predisposes to such troubles. 

2. Distemper is considered a contagious disease, yet 
in some years it is much less so tbBn in others. 
When a bad type is exhibited it is much more con¬ 
tagious than when less severe. Many dogs do not 
take the disease even wheu exposed to it and some 
never have it at all. 

VETERINARY. 

O. L., Dayton, O.—Oue of my tnares has bad the 
scratches for a month, and instead of getting better 
has run into grease, the legs are swollen and terri¬ 
bly sore half way up to tbe bocks, and discharge 
an offensive smelling matter. What cau I do for it? 
Ann.—Keep her or bran mashes for one day with 
little bay, and then give a purgative of Barbadoes 
aloes seven drachms, and ginger one drachm, mix 
and give as a ball or in solution. Poultice the legs 
for one day with linseed meal, then wash clean 
with Castile soap and water and apply a solution of 
carbolic acid, of one to forty of water, twice a day. 
Keen tbe legs clean and dry, and the mare on soft 
food during the complaint. 

D. C. T., Bloomington, Ill.-One of my horses has 
a severe cough and sore throat, and Is runniug some 
from the nose, is a little off his feed. Please tell 
me what to do for him. Ana.—Put him in a comfor¬ 
table stable with good veulilation; clothe warmly; 
irritate tbe throat externally by liquid blister, of 
equal parts of liquor ammonia, oil of turpentine 
and Unseed oil; give a stimulating tonic drench of 
spirits of uitre naif a drachm, powdered gentian 
root, nitrate of potash, chloride or ammouia and 
tinid extract of belladonna of each one drachm, 
water half a pint, mix aud give as a drench; repeat 
three times a day; give nourishing easily digested 
food aud general good nursing. 

L. L , 8t. Paul, Minn. -1 have a horse that has a 
bad cold, coughs, runs some at ihe nose, is off his 
feed and Heems very weak; baa been so about a 
week aud don't get any better; he is in good con¬ 
dition otherwise. Will you please prescribe for him? 
Ans.—Give him good nursing, nutritious, easily di¬ 
gested food, such as oat meal gruel, boiled oats or 
barley, and water witb oatmeal In it to driok; clotbe 
warmly aud give good fresh air but no draughts; 
take of spirits of nitre two ounces, powdered gent- 
iau root one ouuce, potassium uilrate and ammoni- I 
ii m chloride, of each boll ounce, fluid extract belle 
donna one ounce, und water to make one Dint, mix 
aud give a wiueglassful three Limes u day in half u 
pint of water. During convalescence give iron sul¬ 
phate in drachm doses, and gentle exercise. 

T. D.. Michigan City. Ind.—Ouc of my sucking 
colt h got hurl in the pasture, a few days ago, on the 
right Tore leg, near the point of the shoulder; it is 
terribly swollen and he is very lame, can hardly 
walk at all: there is no wound that I can find 
but it is awfully sore to tou. h ; he drags the toe and 
does not bear any weight on it. Please tell me wbat 
to do for It. Ann.-It is probably the result of n 
kick, and from Ihe extreme lameness it Is not at all 
unlikely that the bone of the fore-arm humerous— 
is cracked and will take some time to get well. Con¬ 
fine him. do not lei him follow the mare around the 
pasture, give him a comfortable place to lie down; 
foment the swollen part wilh hot water three times 
a day, wipe dry and apply u little of the following 
liniment: take of tiucture of opium, tincture of 
arnica and spirits of camphor oue ounce each, and 
And water one pint, mix. 

W. J.. Mendota, III.—Oue of my milch cows has 
something wrong with her waterworks; she passes 
mine oftener than the others, and ll. Is quite red ; bur 
back is arched some and her milk has failed a little; 
she seems to retain her appetite, but does not feed 
wall. Wit! you kindly tell me through your veierl 
nary answers what is tbe matter with her. and wbat 
to do for it? Ans.—Your description of the case 
is rather meagre, but we think likely the cow has 
been hurt in some way aud the injury hue settled 
in the kidneys, causing the passage of a greater or 
less quantity of the coloring matter of tbe blood. 
Give her a dose of salt, from eight to twelve ounces, 
gentian one ouuce, ginger one drachm, molasses 
half a pint, aud water to make two quarts; mix, and 
give as oue dose. After tbe physic has operated, 

S ive a tonic composed of the sulphate of iron three 
rachitis, quassia one ounce, and ginger one drachm; 
mix, and repeal twice a day.
